NEW Saints manager Ronald 
Koeman might not be there 
when the Netherlands y 
begin their campaign in 
the knockout stages of 
the World Cup tomor¬ 
row - but his influence 
will be. 

The Dutch look to 
underscore their status 
as one of the favourites for 
the competition when they take 
on Mexico in a last 16 match in 
Fortaleza. 

Louis van Gaal’s side have 
arguably been the standout per¬ 
formers of the tournament so far, 
winning all three of their group 
games, including a 5-1 thrashing 
of defending champions Spain in 
the opening encounter. 

Their squad is rich with talent 
produced from the youth ranks at 
Koeman’s previous club, 
Feyenoord, with a number of 
those players having progressed 
onto the international scene 
under the 51-year-old’s guidance. 


Koeman’s record for utilis¬ 
ing and improving young, 
homegrown talent was one of 
the reasons he earned the Saints 
job earlier this month. 

You only have to look at the 
Dutch national team for evidence 
of his success in that area. 

The Netherlands’ 23-man squad 
features five young players cur¬ 
rently from Feyenoord. 

Four of those are defenders - 
Stefan de Vrij, 22, Daryl Janmaat, 
24, Terence Kongolo, 20, and 
Bruno Martins Indi, 22. 

Centre-half De Vrij and right- 
back Janmaat have started all 


three of their country’s matches 
so far in Brazil, while Martins 
Indi only missed the last group 
game after suffering a head 
injury. 

All four players came through 
the youth set-up at Feyenoord - 
although Janmaat did leave the 
club before returning again two 


years ago - 
and each 
became properly 
established in the first-team of the 
Rotterdam club under Koeman. 

Also in the Dutch squad, 
although yet to play at the World 
Cup, is highly-rated midfielder 
Jordy Clasie, who is said to have 


been attracting interest 
Manchester United. 

The 22-year-old is another prod¬ 
uct of the Feyenoord academy and 
became an integral part of the 
first-team under Koeman. 

Another of his proteges, winger 
Jean-Paul Boetius, 20, who scored 
ten goals for his club last season, 


also nearly made it into the squad 
for Brazil, but was cut from the 
preliminary group. 

Saints, therefore, will be hoping 
Koeman can continue their own 
tradition of taking players from 
their own academy and nurturing 
them into international stars of 
the future.

Many of last year’s star players under 
Mauricio Pochettino have left or are 
leaving, but it leaves Koeman, pictured, 
with an enviable transfer budget with 
which to make his mark. 

Saints executive director Les Reed, 
who is handling all transfer matters at 
board level, has guaranteed fans that 
any funds generated by player sales will 
be reinvested into the squad. 

That will be good news for Koeman. 

With the sales of Rickie Lambert, Luke 
Shaw and Adam Lallana generating 
more than £50m between them - even 


beef up the size of their squad a little as 
they had been caught out slightly when 
injuries kicked in. 

With a host of players leaving they are 
set to need even more players. 

Key for Koeman will be not only to 
recruit the right players for the right 
price, but to try and start spending fairly 
swiftly. 

Though some moves could be held up 
because of players on World Cup duty, 
with the squad gathering again he will 
want the players to have as long as pos¬ 
sible to gel in pre-season rather than 
trying to hit the ground running at the 
start of the new campaign. 


allowing for Bournemouth’s 25 per cent 
sell-on clause for Lallana which nets 
them about £6.25m - he has a strong 
base to start with. 

On top of that Dejan Lovren is also 
expected to be sold, with figures of 
up to £15m-£20m being men¬ 
tioned, which doesn’t seem totally 
unrealistic when you consider 
Saints paid £8.5m for him last 
summer. 

The club are thought to have 
earmarked money for player invest¬ 
ment in their budget anyway which 
can then be added to the figures. 

On top of that there is every chance 


that Dani Osvaldo could be moved on 
this summer, despite Juventus deciding 
not to take up their option to sign 
him.Gaston Ramirez has also been 
heavily linked with a move back to 
Italy, all of which could comfortably 
lead to a £100m pot to spend. 

Koeman will need those kind of 
spending levels though to sta¬ 
bilise things at Saints. 

It will be a very different side

THE greatest fairytales of the world, 
whether manufactured by 
folklore or the multi¬ 
million dollar stu¬ 
dios of Disney, 
always deliver 
what they promise. 

Reality, however, 
usually limits the pos¬ 
sibilities to mere fiction, 
leaving us to keep our 
expectations in control and 
dreams achievable.

Despite being placed in the so called ‘Group 
of Death’, which featured three past World 
Cup winners, Costa Rica defied every 
fathomable expectation. 

After beating Uruguay 3-1 in their 
opening match, manager Jorge Luis 
Pinto took his motley crew of play- — 
ers and effectively nullified any 
semblance of Italian attack. 

The result: the best giant 
killing that this World Cup has 
witnessed. 

Fielding 11 players, who 
play in 10 different 
leagues, would prove a 
stumbling block for most 
teams. 

Pinto, however, could not 
have used it more to his 
advantage, as the unfamil¬ 
iarity bred a display fea¬ 
turing a wide array of 
styles and attacks. 

Despite playing a defen¬ 
sive 5-3-2, Costa Rica have 
turned into the best 
counter-attacking team 
in the tournament. 

Much of that attacking 
impetus lies with their 
prodigious young tal¬ 
ent, Joel Campbell. 

Loaned out by 
Arsenal, Campbell has 
found a welcoming 
home in Olympiakos.

SUAREZ 

controversies 

LUIS Suarez has been banned for 
nine international matches, and 
from all football for four months, 
after being convicted of biting 
Giorgio Chiellini in Uruguay's 
World Cup clash with Italy. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at 
some of the previous controver¬ 
sies surrounding the Liverpool 
striker. 

February 2007: Makes his 
international debut for Uruguay 
against Colombia but is sent off 
late on after being shown a sec¬ 
ond yellow card for dissent. 

November 2007: Joins Ajax 
from Uruguayan side Nacional 
but is later suspended by the 
Dutch giants after a half-time 
dressing-room altercation with 
team-mate Albert Luque. 

July 2010: During the 2010 
World Cup quarter-finals, Suarez 
prevents Ghana’s Dominic 
Adiyiah from scoring in the final 
minute with a deliberate handball 
on the line and is subsequently 
sent off. A penalty was awarded 
but missed by Asamoah Gyan 
and footage showed Suarez cele¬ 
brating on the sidelines. 

November 2010: Handed a 
seven-match ban by the Dutch 
FA and fined by his club for biting 
PSV Eindhoven midfielder Otman 
Bakkal. 

October 2011: Following his 
move to Liverpool in January 
2011, is involved in a tackle with 
Everton's Jack Rodwell and goes 
down with apparent minimal con¬ 



tact. Rodwell is then sent off. 

October 2011: Alleged to have 
racially abused Manchester 
United’s Patrice Evra. Later found 
guilty by an independent regula¬ 
tory commission, banned for 
eight matches and fined £40,000. 

December 2011: Seen making 
an offensive gesture towards 
Fulham fans. At this time he had 
already been charged by the FA 
over the racism incident, although 
not yet punished, but was hand¬ 
ed a further one-match ban for 
the gesture. 

February 2012: United and 
Liverpool meet again at Old 
Trafford and Suarez refuses to 
shake Evra’s hand before kick-off. 

October 2012: Celebrates a 
goal against Everton by diving in 
front of Toffees boss David 
Moyes, who had earlier claimed 
that ‘divers’ such as Suarez were 
putting fans off the English game. 

April 2013: Bites Branislav 
Ivanovic on the arm but escapes 
punishment on the pitch as the 
referee fails to see it. Fined by 
club the following day and 
charged with violent conduct by 
the FA. Subsequently handed a 
10-match ban by an independent 
regulatory commission. 

June 2014: Bites Chiellini. 
Banned by FIFA for four months 
and nine internationals and 
ordered to pay 100,000 Swiss 
francs fine.

EVERY Saints fan wants to know 
more about Ronald Koeman, 
beyond the promise of passing 
football and enriched youth 
development. 

They want to know what he 
believes in. 

They want to know how he will 
attempt to play, and where he can 
lead the club. 

As a PSV admirer of ten years, and 
self-confessed expert on football in 
Holland, I’m well-positioned to 
enlighten. 

I strongly believe Saints supporters 
should share in Koeman’s quiet opti¬ 
mism. 

With a manager of such proven 
quality in charge, there’s plenty to be 
excited about. 

Ronald is a genuine giant of the 
Dutch game. 

The only man to represent Ajax, 
Feyenoord and PSV as both player 
and coach, Koeman is afforded 
respect throughout the Netherlands, 
for whom he famously played as a 
swashbuckling defender in the 1980s 
and 90s. 

Indeed, the Zaandam-born icon is 
highly-decorated, having won eight 
domestic titles,two European Cups 
and one fabled European 
Championship during an illustrious 
17-year playing career dominated by 
a successful spell with Barcelona. 

Koeman was twice crowned Dutch 
Footballer of the Year and, as one of 
the top goalscoring defenders of all- 
time, truly embraced the essence of 
Total Football. 

Ronald played with a typical Dutch 
freedom, streaking forward to score 
spectacular goals with incredible 
consistency. 

He fired a free-kick to secure the 
European Cup for Barca in 1992, and 
infamously thwarted England in the 
‘94 World Cup qualifiers. 

Such was his on-field brilliance, 
many overlook Ronald’s re-incarna- 
tion as a coach of tremendous skill. 

In 2001, he steered Vitesse Arnhem 
to a UEFA Cup berth on a minimal 
budget, before excelling as a title¬ 
winning manager of Ajax and PSV. 

Spells at Benfica, Valencia and AZ 
Alkmaar were less successful, but 
the 51-year old recently enhanced his 
stellar reputation by hauling

Koeman the right man to 
continue Saints’ big plan

Feyenoord back from the wilderness 
with outside-the-box thinking, inspi¬ 
rational man-management and 
shrewd recruitment heavily-centred 
around the club’s Varkenoord acade¬ 


my. 


To that end, Koeman’s Feyenoord, 
a youthful team of belief and brav¬ 
ery, became incredibly difficult to 
beat. 

Ronald’s brand of swift, assertive 
football carried them into the 
Champions League after many years 
away. 

At Feyenoord, Koeman pioneered 
an effective 5-3-2 system which 
placed great emphasis on the attack¬ 


ing quality of wing-backs Daryl 
Janmaat (who plays on the right) 
and Bruno Martins-Indi (on the left). 

This versatile duo, so prominent in 
the Netherlands’ recent World Cup 
dismantling of Spain, held consider¬ 
able influence on how Feyenoord 
developed attacks. 

Their direct, explosive approach 
made the Rotterdam club extremely 
dangerous in transitions, particular¬ 
ly away from home, where Koeman 
likes to have a clear outlet through 
which his team can relieve pressure 
and cause problems. 

The core principles which worked 
splendidly at Feyenoord would, theo¬ 


retically, translate to Southampton. 

In Nathaniel Clyne and Luke Shaw, 
the club is blessed with two excep¬ 
tional wing-backs who, if unleashed 
like the mercurial defenders at De 
Kuip, could have a devastating 
impact. 

They’re quick, bold and adventur¬ 
ous. 

They’re technically-proficient and 
intelligent. 

They’re young and gifted. 

Essentially, they’re just the type of 
player Ronald Koeman loves to work 
with. 

The type of player he seemingly 
always helps progress to the next 
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level. Throughout his distinguished 
managerial career, the Dutchman 
helped choreograph the careers of 
young stars like Zlatan Ibrahimovic, 
Wesley Sneijder, Rafael van der 
Vaart, Ibrahim Afellay and David 
Silva. 

In his last assignment with 
Feyenoord, Koeman moulded a 
strong team around a nucleus of 
homegrown players such as Jordy 
Clasie, Stefan de Vrij, Tonny Vilhena 
and Jean-Paul Boetius, all of whom 
thrived under his tutelage and pro¬ 
gressed quickly into the Dutch 
national squad. 

Koeman takes an individualistic 


approach to player development, 
helping improve different aspects of 
their game in accordance with his 
own vision. 

For instance, in Jordy Clasie, he 
saw potential for leadership and, 
therefore, gave the player additional 
instruction to help tease that skill out 
of him. 

Clasie rose from promising 
prospect to club captain in just four 
years. 

Koeman gets the best out of every 
player, not so much through pushing 
them as coaxing them along the path 
of progression. 

Southampton hope he can trans¬ 


plant that elusive skill and spearhead 
the ongoing efforts to transform 
Staplewood into a nerve-centre of 
world class production. 

There’s much more to Koeman’s 
philosophy than exceptional youth 
development, however. 

The new Saints boss played for 
Johan Cruyff, served an apprentice¬ 
ship with Guus Hiddink and schemed 
as assistant to Louis van Gaal before 
going solo in 2000. 

He’s learnt from the best, spent 
many hours listening to the grand 
professors of Dutch football, and 
shaped his style accordingly. 

From Cruyff, Ronald received lec¬ 


tures on the value of a strong youth 
system and a progressive brand of 
passing football. 

From Hiddink, lessons on the finer 
art of winning. 

And from van Gaal, the daring con¬ 
fidence to invent any unorthodox 
method which may lead to success. 

In the early years of his managerial 
career, Koeman set a surviving 
precedent for being creative and 
resourceful in pursuit of victory. 

In 2002, he steered Ajax to a domes¬ 
tic double in his first season at the 
helm, before delivering one further 
Eredivisie title playing attractive 
football in the time-honoured 
Amsterdam Way. 

At PSV four years later, Koeman 
fashioned a team in his own image, 
with effective defending a primary 
concern matched with an eye for 
offensive artistry. 

The Eindhoven giants clinched the 
league title by one goal on the final 
day, Koeman’s side scoring 75 and 
conceding just 25 in 34 matches to pip 
Ajax on goal difference. 

Saints fans will hope for similar bal¬ 
ance this season. 

The new manager works best at 
clubs which have a definitive plan. 

Clubs which have sturdy founda¬ 
tions on which he can build. 

Clubs which allow him to blend ele¬ 
ments of his own philosophy with 
that already in place. 

Thus, he was successful at Ajax and 
PSV, but struggled with Benfica, 
Valencia and AZ. 

Koeman found those clubs to be fix¬ 
ated with winning, to the point of 
neglecting any coherent strategy he 
attempted to install. 

Those clubs, prone to sporadic 
spending in frenetic pursuit of glory, 
lacked the long-term, highly-princi- 
pled approach which Ronald craves 
and which so attracted him to 
Southampton. 

Koeman expressed delight at finally 
finding a job befitting his ideals in 
England. 

“I'm thrilled to be the manager of 
Southampton Football Club,” he said 
shortly after signing a three-year 
contract. 

“I could see clearly that this was the 
right club for me. 

“We share the same philosophy of 
football, and the same belief in how to 
develop the club.” 

In endeavouring to replace 
Mauricio Pochettino, a talented 
coach with sharp ideas about a new 
football age, Southampton weren’t 
short on candidates. 

But the erudite, dignified Ronald 
Koeman topped the list. 

His experience and ability make 
him an ideal leader to continue the 
steady evolution of an ambitious foot¬ 
ball club.

Saints Spotlight 





THE vultures have been cir¬ 
cling, and they are unlikely to 
go away this summer. 

No sooner had Saints finished in 
a joint-best Premier League finish 
of eighth, then the big clubs start¬ 
ed to flex financial muscles. 

In came £20m plus bids from 
heavyweights Manchester United 
and Liverpool - the two most suc¬ 
cessful clubs in English football 
history - for prize assets Luke 
Shaw and Adam Lallana. 

The World Cup arrived and they 
remained Saints players. 

That might not be exactly what 
the players would have wanted, 
but it was good news for Saints. 

Selling Rickie Lambert to 
Liverpool was one thing. 

To have flogged off the crown 
jewels prior to the tournament 
in Brazil starting would have 
sent out all the wrong 
signals. 

As it was, no sooner 
were England , 
knocked out and the 
squad back home 
then Shaw was in Manchester 
having a medical. 

Lallana too, looks increasingly 
likely to follow Shaw out of St 
Mary’s. 

Those two players’ heads and 
hearts will have been turned by 
the advances of two such famous 
clubs. 

There is a football hierarchy, 
whether we like it or not. 

Some clubs will always be more 
attractive to others. 

That is the way life is in football, 
in any elite level sport. 

And if they have the cash to back 
up their history and traditions, 
then so much the better. 

Let’s turn the clock back to 
August 2009. 

Rickie Lambert and Dean 
Hammond both left third division 
clubs, Bristol Rovers and 
Colchester respectively, to sign 
for a club bottom of their own tier. 

That club was, of course, 
Southampton Football Club. 

A few months later, Jose Fonte 
left a Championship club to join a 
League 1 outfit. 

Again, that club was Saints. 

The St Mary’s fanbase would 
never have accused any of those 
three players of showing a lack of 
ambition with regards to those 
transfers. 

They would have argued that 
Saints provided a far better 
chance of success than Rovers, 
Colchester or Crystal Palace, and 
would have rewarded them better 
financially as well.

And they 

would have 
been proved 
conclusively 
right. 

Shaw and 

Lallana would 
view Liverpool and Manchester 
United in the same way that 
Lambert and Hammond saw 
Saints as a bigger club than 
Bristol Rovers and Colchester. 

That is not being disrespectful to 
Saints, in the same way that it is 
not being disrespectful to 
Colchester to say they are a small¬ 
er club than Saints.

The rebranding of the First 
Division in the summer of 1992 
changed the landscape forever. 

What has happened since that 
rebranding is exactly what the 
major clubs hoped would happen. 

In a nutshell, they have got rich¬ 
er beyond their wildest dreams. 

Saints cannot complain at the 
outcome. 

After all, they were one of the 
clubs that voted for the creation of 
the Premier League in the first 
place. 

As the Premier League has 
evolved into the remarkable cash 
cow it now is, so foreign business¬ 


men have been lured into buying 
into the action. 

As a result, ever bigger sums of 
money have been pumped into the 
elite clubs. 

Chelsea and Manchester City - 
backed by Russian and Middle 
East money respectively - have 
been allowed to rack up monu¬ 
mental financial losses after buy¬ 
ing their way to success. 

Ever rising transfer fees, huge 
salaries, stockpiling large squads 
... that is the way the very top 
English clubs have been going 
about their business in recent 
times. 

It has all created an obvious

imbalance, compared to the 1980s 
when Oxford United and Luton - 
two teams who have recently expe¬ 
rienced non league football - were 
able to drop icecubes down the 
vests of far more illustrious and 
wealthier clubs. 

Then there is the Champions 
League. 

There are four clubs capable of 
offering a Champions League car¬ 
rot to Luke Shaw, Adam Lallana, 
Rickie Lambert, Dejan Lovren or 
any other Saints player they are 
targeting. 

Back in the 1980s, only the First 
Division champions entered the 
European Cup. 

That was not enough for some. 

Some wanted to be greedy. 

Some wanted to put their fingers 
in an increasingly larger pie. 

The end result was that 1996/97 
was the last season that England 
only had the one representative in 
the tournament, which in 1992 had 
been renamed the Champions 
League. 

There were two clubs in 1997/98 - 
Manchester United and Newcastle 

- and from 2002/03 England have 
had four representatives each sea¬ 
son. 

Leave alone the fact that you 
don’t have to be a champion club to 
enter the Champions League, 
there are now enormous sums on 
offer for those that reach the 
promised land. 

Each of the four English clubs 
can rake in £20m just by finishing 
in the top four and competing in 
the main group stages. 

Matt Le Tissier famously only 
ever played for Saints during his 
career. 

Would that be the case if Le Tiss 
had played in the modern era for 
Southampton? 

I repeat, for most of his career 
there was only one English club in 
the European Cup. 

Lest we forget, for six years - 
from the start of 1985/86 to 1991/92 

- there were no English clubs in 
Europe at all due to the post- 
Heysel Stadium ban. 

Would Le Tiss have been able to 
say ‘no” had a Champions League 
carrot been dangled in front of 
him, if a £100,000 a week salary 
had been on the table? 

Only he can answer that - and it 
is hypothetical to even ask the 
question - but it shows the vast 
gulf between his days and those we 
now see played out in front of us. 

So much has changed, but two 
things have remained constant. 

Players will always want to play 
for the biggest clubs in the coun¬ 
try, and money always talks. 

Steve Williams left Saints in 
December 1984 when he was an 
England international at a club 
who had finished runners-up in 
the First Division the year before.

He joined Arsenal, the club he had 
supported as a boy, for a then 
Arsenal record fee of £550,000. 

That was almost six years after 
Trevor Francis had become British 
football’s first £1m player. 

His fee illustrates the difference in 
football finance back then and now. 

Danny Wallace left Saints in 1989 
to join Manchester United, at the 
time below Saints in the First 
Division and who would end the sea¬ 
son below Saints. 

But United were still a bigger club 
at the time, so Wallace’s decision 
was a no brainer for him. 

He subsequently won FA Cup and 
European Cup Winners Cup medals, 
so no Saints fan can ever say he was 
wrong to leave. 

Money wise, who remembers 
Mark Wright leaving Saints in the 
summer of 1987? 

An established England interna¬ 
tional, Wright joined newly promoted 
Derby for a then Rams record fee of 
£760,000. 

Derby, at the time bankrolled by 
Daily Mirror owner Robert Maxwell, 
also sweet-talked England keeper 
Peter Shillton into leaving The Dell 
and returning to the East Midlands. 

Maxwell’s money talked back then. 

Saints were to finish above the 
Rams in 1987/88, but the following 
season Derby finished fifth in the 
First Division. 

Wright’s transfer fee was big news 
back then - in 1987 the world trans¬ 
fer record fee was only £5m (Diego 
Maradona, Barcelona to Napoli, 
1984). 

For their part, Saints didn’t splash 
out £700,000 on any player until 
March 1989 when they bought Barry 
Horne from neighbouring Pompey. 

Rickie Lambert is by no means the 
first big name player to leave Saints 
since the turn of the millennium. 

But all the brightest lights have 
gone to bigger clubs. 

Lambert and Peter Crouch have 
gone to Liverpool, Theo Walcott and 
Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain have gone 
to Arsenal, Dean Richards and 
Gareth Bale have gone to 
Tottenham, James Beattie has gone 
to Everton and Wayne Bridge has 
gone to Chelsea. 

And like Danny Wallace before 
him, Luke Shaw has gone to 
Manchester United. 

I have read some comments from 
Saints fans on message boards say¬ 
ing why has Mauricio Pochettino 
moved to White Hart Lane as 
Tottenham are not a bigger club 
than Saints. 

They are a bigger club. 

Not massively bigger - 
Tottenham’s crowds are only a few 
thousand higher and they have only 
won one major trophy in the last 20 
years - but they are bigger nonethe¬ 
less. 

Saints have only finished above 
Tottenham twice since the formation 
of the Premier League, in 2001 and 

2003. 

They last finished above Everton in 

2004, last finished above Chelsea 
and Arsenal in 1995, and last fin¬ 
ished above Manchester United in 
1990. 

Saints have never finished above 
Liverpool in the league at all. 

So when Saints’ top stars do leave, 
they leave for some of the best clubs 
in the country. 

Though it might not feel that way, 
Saints fans should not be unhappy 
with that state of play. 

If their top players left to join West 
Bromwich Albion, Aston Villa or 
West Ham, that would be different. 

That would be cause for concern.

IT seems that all sporting geniuses 
have their flaws. 

They continually seem to live on the edge, 
the very essence of their brilliance depend¬ 
ing on treading a fine line between amazing 
and insane.

Not only is it a positive 
move to get a youth pro¬ 
duction line going, but it 
means there is absolutely 
no chance of the former 
Eastleigh reserves and 
Romsey Town boss having 
to name himself on the 
bench! 

Mew’s predecessors, 
brothers Stuart and Matt 
Hussey, and even 53-year- 
old coach Dave Puckett all 
donned their boots on 
occasion last season to 
boost a threadbare Millers 
squad. 

But there is no way the 
new man at the Millers Park 
helm will be following suit. 

Mew, pictured above, 
laughed: “I couldn’t do what 
the last management team 
did and sit on the bench 
myself. I’m not in the right 
shape for that! 

“I said to the chairman 
that he wouldn’t want to 
see me among the subs or, 
even worse, come on! 

“Fortunately we’ve got a 
couple of under-18 sides 
which could support us. 

“When we’re short of 
players on the bench we 
can perhaps utilise some of 
the young lads.” 

Given that he wasn’t 
appointed until mid-June, 
Mew admits he has some 
catching up to do on the 
squad-building front. 

Several would-be targets 
have already been snapped 
up elsewhere and, some¬ 
what surprisingly, some of 
the younger lads he has 
approached are not keen to 
commit to Wessex football. 

But he encountered simi¬ 
lar obstacles at the start of 
a successful two-year spell 
at Romsey Town, still man¬ 
aging to build a successful 
side which finished a cred¬ 
itable eighth in the 
Sydenhams Premier 
Division in 2011/12. 

“Totton & Eling have got a 
decent set-up and they’re 
an established Wessex 
League side. I’d like to take 
them on and do what we 
were doing at Romsey,” 
said Mew. 

“It was a bit of a late 
appointment and a number 
of lads have already made 
the decision to join other 
clubs. I’ve also spoken to a 
couple of youngsters from

“Once we’re a month into 
the season, I’m sure players 
will become available that 
are not getting games at 
other clubs. We’ll just have 
to wait and see.” 

After parting company 
with Romsey, Midanbury- 
based Mew went to assist 
former Bashley and AFC 
Totton midfielder Craig 
Davis at Southern One 
South & West outfit Fleet 
Town. 

But he resigned last 
Christmas, having had “a 
bit of a gutful” at Calthorpe 
Park. 

“It wasn’t just the travel¬ 
ling, it was the financial 
aspect,” he explained. “I 
wasn’t getting a penny, so 
all the car maintenance, 
fuel and so on was coming 
out of my own pocket. 

“We were bottom of the 
league and the club had no 
finances for Craig to 
improve the squad. I could¬ 
n’t see it going anywhere 
and it was costing me a for¬ 
tune! 

“I don’t mind chipping in, 
but I work in London (as a 
project manager in the con¬ 
struction industry) and to 
have to finish work early, 
travel back down, get 
changed and then pick up 
lads and drive them to 
Clevedon on a Tuesday 
night was getting too 
much.” 

After all that, managing a 
team on his doorstep will 
make a welcome change 
for Mew. 

“I’ve had a break since 
Christmas and there are not 
many jobs I would have 
come back into manage¬ 
ment for. 

“It’ll be more sleepless 
nights!” he smiled. “But 
being a local club, Totton & 
Eling appeals because of 
the reduced travelling and 
being back in the Wessex 
League.” 


Town a step closer to £7.5m stadium deal

A MILESTONE plan for 
Basingstoke Town to relocate to 
a new stadium has moved a 
step closer despite opposition 
from councillors. 

Members of Basingstoke and 
Deane Borough Council’s deci¬ 
sion-making cabinet this week 
gave the go-ahead to a legal 
agreement with the football club 
for the sale of land needed to 
build a new 5,124-capacity sta¬ 
dium in Eastrop, and for the 
council’s 29 per cent share of 
the club’s current stadium at 
The Camrose. 

The new £7.5m purpose-built 
stadium will be funded through 
the sale of the current ground in 
South Ham, which is being lined 
up as an out-of-town retail park. 
As a result, the local authority 
will receive £935,000 from the 
sale of land at both sites, writes 
John Boyman. 

An all-weather pitch is also set 
to be built in the grounds of 
neighbouring Costello School, 
which will be used both by the 
football club and school pupils. 

Rafi Razzak, chairman of the 
Conference South club, spoke 


in favour of the development at 
the meeting, saying: “We have 
considered everything carefully 
and this is a community stadium 
for the town of Basingstoke and 
to benefit the town going for¬ 
ward. I really urge you to sup¬ 
port it and put the interest of 
Basingstoke above any other 
interest, political or otherwise.” 

But Liberal Democrat and 


Eastrop councillor Stuart Parker 
raised concerns about the 
club’s finances at the meeting. 
He said: “Basingstoke Town 
FC’s business plan sets out 
assumptions on increased rev¬ 
enue generated through the 
provision of a new stadium. 

“The figures, however, are 
predominantly based upon the 
assumption of greater atten¬ 


dance at matches, which is sim¬ 
ply impossible to verify and 
would rely on the performance 
of the football team, which is a 
complete unknown. I would 
urge you not to proceed with 
this site for the new location but 
to retain it as an open green 
space for the free use and 
enjoyment of all residents of 
Basingstoke.” 

However, Cllr John Izett 
defended the decision, saying: 
“It is vitally important that peo¬ 
ple in the borough have an 
opportunity to put forward their 
views. 

“Other sites have been exam¬ 
ined but the general conclusion, 
which is supported by 
Basingstoke Town FC, is that 
the Old Common Road site is 
the most suitable for vehicular 
access and proximity to central 
Basingstoke.” 

Residents will now be asked 
to give their views on the loss of 
open green space at the Old 
Common Road site as part of a 
public consultation period, run¬ 
ning from July to the middle of 
September. 


TIPP PUTS UD OH MILLERS’ 
SYDENHAMS ASPIRATIONS 


TOTTON & Eling vice-chairman Andy 
Tipp says the club won’t be setting 
any unrealistic targets for incoming 
boss Wayne Mew. 

With no prospect of climbing out of the 
Wessex ranks in the foreseeable future, 
the Millers would settle for being a well- 
run, family club, competing steadily in the 
Sydenhams Premier Division and bring¬ 
ing young players through, writes 
WENDY GEE. 

Having led his previous charges Romsey 
Town to an eighth-placed finish on a shoe¬ 
string budget three seasons ago, Mew 
appears to be a perfect fit for the job. 

Not only is he bringing himself to the 
Millers Park party, but he will be accom¬ 
panied by his trusty sidekicks Dave Smith 
(assistant/coach) and Dave Penny 
(physio). His right-hand man Stuart Long 
will also be around, albeit that he is cur¬ 
rently working in Norway and only comes 
home every other weekend. 

“We had quite a few people apply for the 
job and it was a very difficult decision, but 
we felt Wayne was the ideal choice with 
the contacts he has. He knows the Wessex 
League inside out and did a brilliant job at 
Romsey, working with no budget and 
bringing in some very good players,” Tipp 
explained. 

“We’ve had some ups and downs with 
Wayne over the years when we’ve taken a 
couple of players from him at Romsey, 
which he wasn’t too happy about, but 
that’s local football for you!” he laughed. 
“You can be someone’s worst enemy one 
minute and their best friend the next. 

“One of the key factors for us in appoint-

ing Wayne is that he brings with him some 
very experienced people,” Tipp added. 

“With more help off the pitch and our 
youth section growing as well, it’s looking 
good for the future. 

“We’re a family club and we need people 
who will muck in and help out. That’s 
what local football is all about. 

“We’re not going to win the league, we 
just want to be a successful top-ten side. 

“If we have a good cup run, we might be 
in a position to push on, who knows? But 
when people let their aspirations get too 
big, it can be dangerous. We’re just a local 
club looking to bring young players 
through.” 

With Rob Lomax having crossed the 
fence from neighbours AFC Totton, the 
Millers have the perfect team in place to 
get a youth production line up and run¬ 
ning. 

He and Danny Ackland will take charge 
of one under-18 side in the Hampshire 


Youth League, while Kevin Leggett will 
run another in the Southampton League. 
The club are also launching a new under- 
16 side. 

“Rob’s resigned from his executive role 
at AFC Totton because of a conflict of 
interests and he’s bringing some good 
youngsters in,” said Tipp. 

“Rather than go with a reserve team, 
we’re going to have two under-18 sides 
and try and break them into the first 
team.” 

Facility-wise, the Millers have had talks 
with the local council about installing a 
temporary clubhouse/bar at Millers Park. 

Currently T&E use AFC Totton’s bar 
after games, but they feel the time has 
come to stand on their own two feet. 

“We want to be self-sufficient,” said 
Tipp. “There are no hard feelings towards 
AFC Totton, but we need to try and 
progress ourselves. It’s very difficult to 
move forward without a bar and we’re 
looking at putting in a temporary building 
to start with that can house 40 or 50 peo¬ 
ple. Even if it’s a temporary building like 
Poole Town’s, it’s done all right for them. 

“We’ll get a newish one that looks smart. 
We went to Eastleigh and saw the one they 
use for their executive club and thought it 
was amazing.”

MANAGER Steve Riley 
says he “didn’t need 
much persuading” to 
sign a year’s contract 
extension at AFC 
Totton. 

Amid all the torrid 
times the club have 
endured over the last 
18 months, former Navy 
man Riley, pictured 
above, has always gone 
about his business in 
an upbeat, professional 
manner. 

And his positive con¬ 
tribution was recog¬ 
nised last week when 
he, assistant Chris 
Ferrett and goalkeeping 
coach Steve Hollick 
penned deals to keep 
them with the Stags 
until May next year. 

It was Totton’s way of 
saying thank you to the 
trio for standing loyally 
by the club when it 
would have been far 
easier to have walked 
away. 

Riley had no idea of 
the rocky road that lay 
ahead when he signed 
a two-year contract for 
Totton in May 2012 fol¬ 
lowing seven years at 
Bashley. 

There were days 
when he must have 
yearned for an easier 
life, but he steadfastly 
rode the storm, knuck¬ 
led down and saw the 
job through. 

When the bulk of his 
senior squad jumped 
ship last summer with 
the club deep in the 
financial mire, he and 
his management team 
could so easily have 
followed them out of 
the door. 

Instead, they stayed 
put and went again 
with a side of young¬ 
sters who finished the 
season so positively 
that even relegation 
from the Southern 
Premier Division could¬ 
n’t dent Riley’s opti¬ 
mism. 

Reflecting on his con¬ 
tract extension, he said: 
“It was nice to hear the 
club saying thanks for 
staying during a time of 
adversity.

I respect the 
way they’ve turned 
things round and they 
respect me for bringing 
young players through 
and they’ve seen how 
well the lads have 
responded. 

“Football can be a 
cut-throat business and 
loyalty doesn’t count at 
some clubs, so it’s nice 
to be rewarded for a bit 
of loyalty to Totton. 

“I always wanted to 
see my two-year con¬ 
tract through and I did¬ 
n’t need much persuad¬ 
ing to stay. 

“Despite everything, I 
enjoyed last season, 
especially the last three 
months.” 

With seven wins and 
four draws in their last 
16 league matches, 
Riley’s young guns 
miraculously conjured 
up hope out of despair. 

Given their poor start, 
Premier Division sur¬ 
vival was always going 
to be a tall order, but 
the boss sees plenty of 
plus points going for¬ 
ward. 

“The set-up and the 
facilities at Totton are 
fantastic, the people 
are friendly and we had 
a great, positive finish 
to the season,” he said. 

“We’ve been relegat¬ 
ed (to the Southern One 
South & West) but 
hopefully we can com¬ 
pete better at that level 
and maybe we’re taking 
one step back to move 
two forward. 

“We had a meeting of 
volunteers this week 
and there are a lot of 
people around who 
want to help the club. 

“With everyone pulling 
in the same direction 
the future could be 
bright.”

Pyatt makes 


hot ticket 


EASTLEIGH have already sold more than 
600 season tickets for their first season in 
the Conference Premier season, writes 

PETER HOWARD. 

That is an astonishing figure considering 
last season the average attendance was 
631 at the Silverlake Stadium as the 
Spitfires won the Conference South. 

But a combination of promotion to the 
elite tier of non-league football, and sea¬ 
son tickets that represent value for 
money compared to their Premier League 
rivals Saints, has meant that they’ve 
reached that surprising figure. 

Early bird prices, which expire on 
Tuesday (July 1), are £120 for adults. 

That equates to about £5.50 per game for 
each of the 22 matches played at home. 

Compared to a season ticket at St 
Mary’s, although the offer of top-flight 
football is far more appealing to many, 
watching Eastleigh is a bargain. 

The most expensive sea¬ 
son ticket at Saints is 
£853, meaning shelling 
out almost £45 for 
each of the 19 match¬ 
es. 

Spitfires’ chairman 
Stewart Donald, 
right, who arrived at 
the club in 
December 2011, 
said: “There’s a lot 
more room for 
improvement (for 
Eastleigh). 

“When we first came in 
there was 36 season ticket 
holders. 

“As we stand, towards the end of June, 
we’ve got over 600 season ticket holders. 

“It’s moving in the right direction. I think 
there’s still scope for us to improve quite 
a lot. 

“What we’ve tried to do is make it very 
cost effective. The idea is that you can 
come down as a family and it won’t burn 
a hole in the pocket.” 

“If we can make it affordable for your 
working class man, which football is 
becoming less and less so, then I think 
there are enough people in the area that 
can get behind the team.” 

Eastleigh kick-off their pre-season cam¬ 
paign when they welcome Swindon Town 
on Thursday July 17. They then go on to 
play Crawley Town (July 26) and 
Northampton Town (1 August) - both at 
the Silverlake. 


Batt back 


FORMER Eastleigh full-back Damian Batt 
has come out of retirement to join League 
Two outfit Dagenham & Redbridge on a 
two-year deal. 

The 29-year-old appeared to have 
called time on professional football when 
he ended a four-and-a-half year stint at 
Oxford United last September, saying he 
wanted to concentrate on running his 
own business.

Mike Tyson on Evander 
Holyfield (Boxing) 

The most notorious incident of 
biting in sport was when Tyson got 
his teeth into Holyfield and tore a 
chunk off his heavyweight rival’s 
ear during their world title fight in 
1997. 

Tyson was disqualified, but later 
had his boxing licence reinstated. 

Johan Le Roux on Sean 
Fitzpatrick (Rugby Union) 

New Zealand were heading 
towards a series-clinching second 
Test win over South Africa in 1994 
when Le Roux clearly bit All Blacks 
hooker Fitzpatrick. 

Replays showed Fitzpatrick winc¬ 
ing in pain as Le Roux drew blood. 

The South African was sent home 
in disgrace, banned for 17 months 
and his international career ended.

There was no television evidence, 
but Hartley was found guilty. 

A sterner penalty had been antici¬ 
pated due to a 26-week ban for 
gouging in 2007. 

However, his good behaviour in 
the intervening period was taken 
into account. 

Miguel Olivo on Alex Guerrero 
(Baseball) 

Two team-mates on the 
Albuquerque Isotopes - a minor 
league team affiliated with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers - got into a con¬ 
frontation during a game last 
month, and the incident ended with 
one of the Dodgers’ top prospects 
Alex Guerrero requiring plastic 
surgery after having a chunk of his 
ear bitten off by the veteran catch¬ 
er Olivo.

TERESA PHILLIPS: Phillips 
made history in 2003 by becom¬ 
ing the first woman to coach a 
men’s top-level NCAA basketball 
team. 

She took charge of Tennessee 
State University’s Tigers for one 
game when the regular coach was 
suspended mid-season. 

The Tigers lost, 
and Phillips 
reverted to her 
role as the 
school’s athlet¬ 
ics director. 

EVA LUND: 

Swedish curler Lund 
won double world and 
Olympic gold in her 
playing career. She 
was appointed coach 
of Nicklas Edin’s men’s 
team for the 2014 
Winter Olympics, where 
they missed out on a 
bronze medal in a final 
stone loss to Great 
^Britain. 

Lund said: “If you have a 
different perspective as a woman, 
you bring more value.” 

MARGOT WELLS: The former 
Scottish sprint champion turned 
to coaching and was never far 
from husband Alan’s side as he 
swept to Olympic gold and silver 
medals at the 1980 Moscow 
Olympics.

HAMPSHIRE can take another 
big step towards LV County 
Championship promotion 
when they play Surrey at The 
Oval over the next four days. 

Jimmy Adams’ side are unbeaten 
after nine games this season and a 
fifth win would increase the gap 
between the automatic promotion 
positions and third place, to where 
Surrey have risen after back-to-back 
wins against Derbyshire and 
Leicestershire. 

Hampshire will also be full of confi¬ 
dence after their record-breaking 470- 
run win against Essex - the county’s 
biggest-ever runs victory. 

Prior to that, the draw away to near¬ 
est rivals Worcestershire was just as 
significant a result in the context of 
the season. 

Hampshire’s magnificent recent last- 
day rearguard at New Road, which 
saw them resume on 31-1 in their sec¬ 
ond innings (still 152 behind 
Worcestershire’s first-innings 402-9 
declared, before closing on 321-5) is the 
reason they began the match against 
Essex with such confidence. 

Now you get the sense the momen¬ 
tum is building, after they began the 
‘back nine’ with such an emphatic win 
against Essex 

The half-term report is very promis¬ 
ing. 

James Vince has been the undoubted 
star of the season. Even after a week 
off for Hampshire in the 
Championship, he is still the only 
player in the country with 1,000 runs 
or more. 

But it should not be forgotten that 
Will Smith is also one of the leading 
run scorers in the second division 
with 668 at 51.38, while Adam 
Wheater is also averaging above 
fifty. 

Kyle Abbott, as he told the Sports 
Pink last week, is on target for 50 
Championship wickets and, with 28 
wickets at 23.9, James Tomlinson is 
enjoying the most consistent season of 
his career.

NEW Milton captain Ryan Beck 
has insisted spin sensation Nick 
Elliott will keep his feet on the 
ground after carving his name in 
the Southern Electric Premier 
League hall of fame. 

Elliott rewrote the record books 
when his eight-wicket haul against 
Bournemouth last weekend saw him 
return the best individual bowling fig¬ 
ures in Division One history, writes 
NEIL PERRETT. 

He became only the second player in 
the competition to take eight wickets, 
his 8-24 haul eclipsing Dave Wheeler’s 
8-36 - ironically, for New Milton 
against Bournemouth II in 2010. 

His figures were the fifth best ever 
recorded in the entire Premier League, 
with only Havant’s Richard Pineo (9-16 
v Liphook & Ripsley, 2004), Matt 
Metcalfe (9-31, Lymington v South 
Wilts, 2013), Lymington’s Matt Mixer 
(9-32 v Bashley Rydal, 2011) and Paul 
Ancell, with 8-23 for Portsmouth 
against Liphook in 2005, having better. 

Elliott, who took his combined fig¬ 
ures for the season to a staggering 19 
wickets for only 68 runs off 39 overs, 
reduced the Lions from 79-2 to 107 all 
out as leaders New Milton maintained 
their 100 per cent winning start with a 
three-wicket victory. 

Skipper Beck said: “He was different 
gravy and his performance won us the 
game. In Nick and George Watts, we 
are fortunate to have two young lads 
who are bowling very well. 

“We need them to bowl well for the 
whole season, not just the first half. I 
know Nick has set his sights on 30 
wickets and that would be a great 
achievement. 

“I don’t think it has really sunk in yet 
what he has achieved and what he 
could achieve but I know he will keep 
his feet on the ground because he is 
that type of lad.” 

Elliott, 20, made his SPL debut for 
Lymington as a teenager before 
switching camps to link up with his 
older brothers Ryan and Lee Beck at 
New Milton. 

Ryan Beck added: “I know people at 
Lymington put a lot of time into his 


cricket and, when it came to the first 
team, I think he was thrown in at the 
deep end and maybe they didn’t look 
too closely into his bowling, which is 
his real asset. 

“I didn’t pressurise him into coming 
to New Milton until he hadn’t been get¬ 
ting a fair crack of the whip at 
Lymington because we had to get him 
bowling. 

“We want to keep him and will back 
whatever he does. We want to win the 
league and you need to keep your best 
players to do that.” 

Elliott bowled five Bournemouth 
batsmen and had three others caught 
as the Lions lost their last eight wick¬ 
ets for 28 runs. 


Bournemouth old boys James Park 
(30) and Mark House (19) took New 
Milton within sight of the winning post 
before they crossed the line with five 
overs in hand, despite the best efforts 
of Schmulian (2-14) and Mike Kitson (2- 
35). 

Ryan Beck said: “I know we got 
them for seven down but I didn’t 
think that was a true reflection. If 
you win every game of the season, it 
doesn’t matter about victory mar¬ 
gins. 

“Credit to Bournemouth because 
they were the best bowling side we had 
come up against this season and they 
played it hard. It was a good win for 
us.” 


Gracious-in-defeat Bournemouth 
skipper Martin Miller hailed the 
exploits of New Milton’s record-break¬ 
ing spinner Nick Elliott. 

The first of Elliott’s eight victims, 
Miller, said: “He bowls with a flat tra¬ 
jectory and very consistently. 

“He bowls a very consistent line and 
clearly gives it a rip. He is the sort of 
bloke everybody would want in their 
team and he looks a really good spin¬ 
ner. 

“He didn’t bowl a length where you 
could easily get down the pitch and, on 
a turning wicket, he is one of those 
guys you just have to see off and take 
on the next bloke. We didn’t manage to 
do that.”

44, played their part as New Milton - last year’s 
County 2 winners - notched a third win in five 
outings. 

Purbrook, who didn’t play at all in May, ticked 
the win column for the first time, with a six-wick- 
et win over Hook & Newnham Basics II, who fell 
to 178 all out once Kevin Light (56) and Graham 
Buckingham (31) had been parted.

PERCY LOOKS PERFECT FOR SALISBURY 


RALPH Beckett will be entitled to feel 
deflated if Percy Alleline finds anything 
too good in the Bathwick lyres Auction 
Stakes at Salisbury. 

The six-furlong conditions event looks an 
ideal opportunity for the Sir Percy colt to 
regain the winning thread, having been suc¬ 
cessful first time up over five furlongs of this 
picturesque Wiltshire track in May. 

Green on that occasion before finding his 
feet, Richard Kingscote got first run on hot 
favourite Sunset Sail and was always doing 
enough from there. 

The runner-up has won since, so it was a 
solid effort promising much for the future. 

The selection’s only subsequent outing came 
earlier this month at Windsor, and while he 
had to settle for fourth, the first three have all 
come out to run strong races, two of them at 
Royal Ascot, where winner Justice Good per¬ 
formed really well in the Coventry.

The Amanda Perrett-trained Sea The Stars 
colt is well-related as a half-brother to French 
Derby winner Le Havre, but did not help him-

self when taking a keen hold before finishing 
mid-division in a good maiden won by 
Connecticut at Newbury. 

He again ran with promise when getting up 
late to finish within a length of a stablemate at 
Goodwood and if the penny has finally dropped 
he is going to be hard to beat. 

Bellajeu is an intriguing newcomer in the 
Bathwick Tyres EBF Stallions Blagrave 
Maiden Stakes. 

Bought for 300,000 guineas for the Qatar 


Racing operation at Tattersalls, the Montjeu 
filly had options earlier in the week, but Oily 
Stevens has opted to start her here. 

Related to the highly-regarded Lat Hawill 
among others, she has a Group One entry in 
the Moyglare Stud Stakes and gets a handy 51b 
allowance. 

A chance is taken on Homage in the New 
Horse Racing Odds At unibet.co.uk Handicap 
at Windsor. 

On the face of it, two disappointing efforts at 
the backend of last season are off-putting, but 
there was an excuse on at least one of those 
runs and he had looked quite progressive 
before it. 

He produced a likeable performance when a 
half-length second to the now 100-rated 
Ashaadd at Haydock last June and is back to a 
mark just 31b higher. 

Furthermore, he will be having his first start 
for William Haggas, who currently has his 
string in scorching form. 

Dangerous Moonlite looks a straightforward 
one for the British Stallion Studs EBF Fillies’ 
Conditions Stakes. 

Successful at Ascot in May, she returned 
there for the Queen Mary at the Royal meeting 
and showed loads of speed before ultimately 
finishing 10th, beaten a respectable seven 
lengths. 

The general feeling is that was a red-hot 
renewal so little was lost in defeat and there 


might be a nice prize to be won with the 
Richard Hannon-trained youngster before the 
season is out. 

Bear’s Affair finally seems to have found his 
stride over fences and he can bag a nice prize 
in the John Smith’s Summer Cup at Uttoxeter. 

The eight-year-old was pretty smart over 
hurdles, but looked unlikely to reach the same 
kind of heights in the chase division after fail¬ 
ing to strike in his first two outings. 

Even when he managed a win at Kempton 
last November his jumping still looked a little 
questionable and following defeat at 
Doncaster, Nicky Henderson gave him a break 
during which he had clearly done some school¬ 
ing as he was much improved on his return. 

He incurred a 51b rise for his near four-length 
defeat of Pure Faith but as the front pair were 
well clear of the rest, Bear's Affair looks a like¬ 
ly type to defy such a leap.

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Hill has no feelings for City 


RICHARD HILL 


EASTLEIGH boss Richard Hill 
says he has no feelings either way 
about Salisbury City’s expulsion 
from the Conference Premier. 

With some heavy-duty travelling 
ahead of them following promotion 
into non-League’s top flight, there 
are many in the Spitfires camp 
who would have welcomed a derby 
against Salisbury. 

But, for the second time in four 
years, the Wiltshire club have been 
thrown out of the Conference 
Premier for failing to get their 


financial house in order, leaving 
Eastleigh’s closest rivals as 
Aldershot Town and Woking. 

Asked his reaction to Salisbury’s 
latest predicament, Hill shrugged: 
“I don’t really care if they’re in the 
league or not. 

“It doesn’t matter what Richard 
Hill thinks, it’s what the league 
think and what they decide that 
matters. 

“It’s not about what I think. 

“It’s the same for anyone in life. 
If we don’t pay our bills and we 


keep amassing debt, we’re going to 
lose our house. 

“And it’s not like Salisbury 
haven’t been there before. 

“I don’t really have an opinion 
on it. Yes, we’ve lost a derby game 
but we’ve got Woking and 
Aldershot.” 

Eastleigh are “monitoring” the 
situation of striker Ben Wright, 
who scored 11 goals in 15 games on 
loan from Salisbury last season to 
help fire the Spitfires to the Skrill 
Conference South title.

City have until 5pm on Friday (July 4) to 
settle their football creditors and secure a 
bond of £50,000 or face being expelled from 
the Conference altogether.
